Scabies: 

An  efficient  out-patient  department  for  the  treatment 
of  scabies  has  now  been  in  operation  for  over  a  year  at  the  First 
Aid  Post,  where  patients  are  given  bathing  and  Benzyl  Benzoate 
treatment,  before  assuming  a  disinfested  change  of  clothing,  their 
discarded  clothing  being  left  for  disinfestation,  and  returned  to  them 
later.
